mez, the backbone and brain of the Cuban revolution, gives to the American 

people, through the Post-Dispatch, Cuba’s thanks for freedom. He writes 
in his firm hand:

“CUBA LIBRE, 30 of April, 1898 
“T am much delighted at the action of the people and Government of the 
United States in doing justice to the cause of this heroic and exhausted people. 

“For me, and in the name of my loyal soldiers, I authorize you to extend 
most heartfelt thanks for the protection which is offered us. It shall constitute 
a bond of solidity and friendship between both peoples. 

“I am ready, and thus I know my Government will be, to accept the al- 
liance which is offered us, and therefore I await the official commission by 
Gen. Miles (Lieut. Whitney of the Bureau of Military Intelligence) to discuss 
the basis of plan of campaign to be adopted against the common enemy, 

“But Gen, Miles should know now that he need not venture his ships too 
far in perilous enterprises, for in this, our own ground, we need no more 
than munitions with which to finish with the Spaniards, as the Island of 
Cuba is in such a condition that they cannot resist six months of vigorous 
siege. M. GOMEZ.”

It carried the first definite 
news to Cubans of the United States’ action, which means Cuba’s freedom. 

Returning, it brings the Cuban leader’s formal official thanks in behalf of Cuba 
to the United States, a letter to President McKinley and one each to Gen. Miles 
and Admiral Sampson, also thanks to the American people. 

The commission brings confidential messages bearing detailed answers to Samp- 
gon’s questions as to just what are the Cuban intertions and necessities.

HONG KONG, China, May 9%. 

Commodore Dewey has just telegraphed to Washington recommending that the surrender 
of Manila be demanded and that a provisional government for the Philippines be established pend- 
ing the settlement of the war with Spain. 

His proposal is for a commission to take control of the government. He suggests that he be 
named as one of the commissioners. The government would be continued under much the same 
lines as exist now. ! 

He asks that sufficient troops be sent him, in the event that his plan is adopted, to main- 
tain order. If his suggestion is favorably received by the President and the Cabinet it is probable 
that our two Consuls—Williams of Manila and Wildman of Hong Kong—will be asked to serve 
pn the commission. 

Some such solution, it appears, must be found immediately. I'ood supplies in Manila have 
run short already. It is estimated that the town has only enough to last two weeks. No more can 
be brought in. Commodore Dewey’s fleet has completely invested the city in the water and the 
jnsurgents control all land approaches. It is impossible for the inhabitants to add to the present 
supply of food without consent of the American Commodore. He is in absolute control. 

The forts at Manila are not strong enough to cope with his guns. The fleet would have no 
trouble in razing the city’s defenses and in utterly destroying the residence and business quar- 
ters. Not only the Governor General, but the people as well, realize that if Dewey demands a 
surrender he can back up his demands with shell and shot sufficient to wipe out the city. 

If the demand is made and the Governor refuses the people will rise and demand that he 
surrender. There would also be a revolt on the part of many of the soldiers before they would 
bring down on the practically defenseless city the fire of the powerful American fleet. 

Under international law a city cannot be bombarded until a day’s notice has been given, 
but the action of the Manila forts in firing on the American fleet woud be sufficient ground to 
break this ruld. Commodore Dewey told me that he will give the people time to leave the city if 
he is compelled by a refusal to surrender to bombard Manila. The Spanish inhabitants would gain 
little by flight, for the insurgents hold the hills and could easily defeat*them in combat. 

Commodore Dewey has held no communication with the insurgents. Reliable reports are 
that 25,000 are on the hills that surround Manila. These men will be armed with American re- 
peating rifles recently landed in the Philippines by filibustering expeditions. 

The insurgents have but a semblance of military training. If they make an attack on the city 
it will degenerate into lawless looting. The insurgents will be nothing better than a mob out for 
plunder. There is a grave necessity for a strong government at Manila. Commodore Dewey could 
have taken the city last Sunday, but he feared violence. ; 

He can land 1000 armed men and these would not be sufficient to prevent murder, rapine 
and pillage. If we take Manila the French and British warships here will land forces to protect 
their own people in Manila and thetr own interests. 

Not less than 5000 troops are really needed to occupy the principal cities in the Philippines. 
Dewey has already asked for them and has received assurances that they will be sent as quickly 


as ships can be made to transport them. 


THE M’CULLOCH CONVEYS M’KINLEY’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


The Hugh McCulloch has been made the dispatch boat of the fleet until cable communication 
ran be restored. | 

The people of Hong Kong make no concealment of their joy at our victory. Sentiment here 
is unanimous that the Philippines will pass into British control when the war ends, becoming 
part of the colony of Hong long. 3 

The Englishmen here all agree that this would have the effect of greatly increasing the im- 
portance of British interests in China. 

New instructions came from Washington for Commodore Dewey just before the Hugh Mc- 
Culloch was to sail for Manila. 

The dispatches were from Tresident McKinley in answer to a categorical message sent with 
reference to future operations at Manila and thereabouts. 

It is known that they contain full and final instructions as to the fate of the subjugated | 
territory, but as they are sealed and will be opened only by Commodore Dewey, the intentions of 
the Chief Executive will not be generally known to us until they are carried into effect. 

Connection with the fleet by cable is to be re-established as soon as we reach Manila. A 
rable operator is now on board the revenue cutter with all of the instruments, wires and other nec- 
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essary appliances with which to set up a cable station. 

The broken cable, which is already secured, is to be hauled on board the transport Zafiro 
and there the operator and the station are to be located. Then there will be constant commvnica- 
tion between the fleet and the United States, 

The Zafiro is one of the two big transports, or colliers, chartered by Commodore Dewey and

When Admiral Dewey’s fleet arrived opposite the forts of Manila, the Spanish artillerymen 
there promptly opened fire, but at such long range that they failed to score a hit. 

Admiral Dewey had important business on hand and lost no time in continuing the search for 


the Spanish fleet. 


| Admiral DDewey had sent an ultimatum to the Spanish Governor-General, warning him that if the 


It was not long before they discovered it, opposite the naval arsenal, lying not only at anchor, 
but also without having got up steam. 
The defending squadron, together with the guns at the fort at Cavite, opened a tremendous 
‘annonade as soon as the Americans came within range. 
Having at last got up steam, Admiral Patricio Montijo steamed out with his flagship, the 
Reina Cristina, bent on giving battle to the Olympia. 


But the duel was unequal. 


The American man-of-war, discharging her eight-inch guns fore and aft, killed 60 of the Span- 
ish crew, including the Captain, the Chaplain and the Lieutenant, and caused the Spanish cruiser’s 


boilers to explode. 


The Reina Cristina, by this time a burning wreck, was forced to retire, and Admiral Montijo 
transferred his flag to the curiser Castilla, which kept up a vigorous fire until at length she, too, 


sank. 


In the course of an hour and a ha!f every one of the Spanish men-of-war had either been 


destroyed or put out of action. 


Admiral: Montijo, finding further resistance hopeless, hoisted a white flag, and the firing 


came to an end. 


The surviving Spaniards made all haste to remove themselves and their dead from the rapidly 
burnings hulks, leaving behind all their personal property and valuables. 

The Admiral himself, who had fought with the utmost bravery against overwhelming odds, 
was slightly wounded, but managed to make good his escape to Manila.

CRIPPLE, SAVED A SECOND 
TIME FROM DEATH. 


NOTHING LEFT TO LIVE FOR.: 


His Mother Would Net Let Him Marry 
and After He Shot Himself He 
Became Blind. 


Louis Gates, the unfortunate cripple who 
Shot himself several weeks ago, has again 
attempted suicide, as he threatened he would 
at the time, 

The boy lived with his mother at the foot 
of Chippewa street. His crippled condition 
rendered him ‘unable to work, and when he 
wanted to marry Mamie Silberman, his 
mother interposed and in despair he shot 
himself. Ome eye was destroyed and the 
sight of the other failed later. When she 
thought he was dying, Mrs. Sesin gave her 


consent to the wedding if he recovered, She 
took it all back when he began to get weil. 
Miss Silberman left her home and threat- 
ened never to return, but she relented and 
came back. 

After the sight of the eye which it was 
thought could be saved, failed, and the 
cripple had total blindness added to his af- 
flictions, he became more and more despond- 
ent, and had to be watched day and night 
to prevent him from ending his life. 

During the absence of his mother he man- 
aged in some wey to choke himself into un- 
consciousness. is mother in the next room 
heard a fall and ran into the room. 

Louis lay upon the floor unconscious. 
His face was black and blue. Mrs. Gates 
speedily summoned some neighbors and 
the unfortunate boy was carried to Mrs. 
Kneapp’s office at 4040 Missouri avenue. 
She administered restoratives, but it looked 
as though the case was hopeless. 

Finally after two hours work she re- 
vived him, and he was taken back home. 
Since that time he has begged constantly 
for a pistol or anything that he might use 
to kill himself. 

Mamie Silberman has been forgiven and 
visits the house regularly, but her presence 
does not seem to drive away Louis’ desire 
to end his life. 

Dr. Drescher took an X-Ray photograph 
of Louis eyes a few days ago and found 
that a clot of coagulated blood in the eye 
caused the impatred vision. He is uncer- 
tain whether or not the sight can be re- 
stored.

Retired Rear Admiral Beardslee 
Praises Dewey, the Monitor Ships 
and the Americun Sailors. 


Rear Admiral Lester A, Beardslee, re- 
tired, who is a guest at the Southern Hotel, 
does nog think it proper for him to discuss 
the characters of ommcers in the navy.

*“‘Now, look here,” he said. in his bluff 
Way, ‘‘there are some good fellows in the 
navy about whom I could speak honesily 
and complimentary, but you might ask me 
about one that I would have to keep si- 
lent. and that wouldn't do. No. I'll talk 
about public affairs, about ships, about the 
Spanish, about most anything, but don't 
ask me to speak of the officers. It wouldn't 
be proper.” A 

Rear Admiral] Beardslee, in appearance, 
does not Meet the expectation of the lands- 
man, who jooks vaguely for something im- 
posing in a naval hero. He is small, 
chunky, round-faced, soft-spoken, but 
blunt, and there the fighting man crops 
out 

He has an abiding faith in the American 
Navy, both ships and men, and he has a 
large store of contempt for the Spanish. 

“This question of licking Spain,” he said, 
“isn’t hard to figure out. It’s a matter 
of intelligence against ignorance. The 
American sailor is fairly well educated; he 
is young, quick, patriotic and brave; he is 
well-fed, well-paid and well-cared-for. On 
top of these advantages he is well-trained. 
There fore he is a good all-round fighter. 

‘Spanish sailors are desperate fighters, 
but exciteable, easily rattled, ignorant, to 
start with, not well-trained or well-c vared- 
for. Spain has never been able to spend 
the money for target practice, whereas 
the United States not only spends the 
money for the ammunition, but they offer 
the men money rewards for the best work. 

‘As a general proposition, you can bet 
that one American is worth two Spaniards, ’ 

Admiral Beardslee doesn’t fear but that 
Sampson wil] win, hands down, against 
Spain’ s Cape Verde fleet. The only chance 
of defeat, he believes, lies in a combination 
of that and the ¢ Cadiz fleet, and even then, 
he says, the Spaniards will have to shoot 
better than they have in the past to do 
muc h execution. 

“If the Cadiz and Cape Verde fleets com- 
bine,’* he said, “it will be nec essary to send 
Schley to Sampson's assistance 

Admiral Beardslee is a friend to the mon- 
itor type of vessel. 

‘“‘Money for money, gun for gun, weight 
for weight,” he said, ‘‘the monitor is the 
most effective fighting machine afloat. Its 
great drawback is its iack of fuel capac- 
itv. You notice that Sampson towed the 
Puritan and the Amphitrite to Porto Rico 
to save their coal. Monitors are seawor- 
thy and can be built for sufficient speed.

AMERICAN NAVY TC BE.FEARED. 


One Britisher Who Really Believes 
That England Is'the Strongest 
Nation on Earth.

Asa Whitney, a prominent London broker 
and one of the best informed men in Great 
Britain, passed thréngh St. Louis Monday 
en route to New York City. He has been 
in America three months, combining busi- 
ness with pleasure. 

Mr. Whitney is a typical Englishman, but 
from his modest attire few would judge 
him to be a man of enormous wealth. He 
is 48 years old, although he looKs many 
years younger. 

“T have just completed a tour of Colorado 
and the Western States,” said Mr. Whit- 
ney, “‘where I introduced several patents 
on mining machinery. The patriotic en- 


Sonkeem of your people is somethig won- 
erful. 

The war sentiment appears unanimous, 
and I really believe this fight with Spain 
will redound to American interests and 
honor. There is no question as to the out- 
come. Commodore Dewey’s sweeping vic- 
tory at Manila is a waryen & illustration of 
American strategy and valor. England is 
in hearty sympathy with the United States 
in her war against §pain. In fact, a letter 
I have juet received from across the water 
states that out people regard Spain's de- 
feat as a triumph for humanity. 

“There is favorable prospect of an alliance 
between this country and Great Britain. If 
I do not mistake the. temper of the two 
English-speaking races, an amalgamation of 
military interests may occur within the next 
two years. But right here I would like to 
correct one serious misimpression under 
which the American public labors. It has 
been openly stated that cage Bull wants 
Uncle Sam as a partner for selfish reasons. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 
England, with her colonial possessions, is 
the strongest nation on earth. In the event 
of war we could put over a million soldiers 
on the field within 48 hours. All this talk 
about us losing India or any of our colonies 
through foreign invasion is the sheerest non- 
sense, 

“Our possessions were gained fairly and 
with honesty, and no power under heaven 
is able to drive us from them, 

“T believe that the Americans are battling 
in a righteous cause, and no wiser move 
was ever made than their declaration of 
war. And subsequent events prove that the 
American navy is to be feared,”

The books and accounts of Charles Green, 
receiver of the People’s Railway, now de- 
posed, are being subjected to a searching 
investigation, under the direction of Attor- 
ney Ford Smith, commissioner appointed by 
Judge Withrow. 

When Mr. Green ‘was appointed receiver 
by Judge Talty, then Judge of Court-room 
No. 8, he had to give a large bond, which 
still holds good and will be held liable until 
Ford Smith’s report is handed in and ap- 
proved by the Court. 

A vigorous assault is being made upon 
Mr. Green and his administration as re- 
ceiver by the opposition forces, who openly 


claim that Mr. Green has run the road re- 
gardiess of all interests but his own. 

The rope account was taken up as a 
Jead, and the rope traced ciear into the 
heart of a complicated situation. The Rum- 
geey interests some time ago, before Mr. 
' Green was removed, filed an application 
aaking for an examination of the books on

SIX CONVERTS IMMERSED. 


Impressive Religious Services by the 
Elders, Who Have Been in the 
City Over One Year. 


There was an event altogether out of the 
ordinary at Prof. Bill Clark’s big Natato- 
rium, Nineteenth and Pine streets,.Sunday 
morning. It was so strangely and solemniy 
different from those that usually occur 
there, such as cakewalks, sparring bouts 
and swimming gy -nnastics, that the ‘‘Belfast 
Chicken” himself viewed it with awe as he 
stood at the door and courteously showed 
®is Visitors inside, 

There were not more than half a hundred, 
all told, mostly men, and less than a dozen 
ladies, whuv ranged themseives along the 
railings above the long pool, while three 
clerical-looking young men, with Bible and 
hymn book in hand, stood near the pool 
gate, waiting to perform the duties they 
had worked so diligently to consummate. 
They were elders of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, and the first 
converts in St. Louis to the Mormon faith, 
five in number, were to be baptized. 

The ceremony was at 9:30 o'clock, an hour 
s0 much earlier than eve:ts that are billed 
to occur at the Natator.um begin, that only 
those immediately interested were present, 
save a few stragglers, who, seing Prof. 
Clark, dropped in. to inquire what was his 
“Sunday scheme.” 

“You come in and see; it may do you 
good, you rascal,”’ replied the veteran 
pugulist. “It’s no cake walk, nor punching 
match; it’s a straight ehow and free, so 
you can’t lose.”’ 

After a few minutes’ waiting, a _ tall, 
heavy-set, smooth-faced young man, with 
hair almost yellow, clad in a loose-fitting 
shirt, black trousers and coarse biack 
stockings, stepped out of a dress.ng booth, 
He was Elder Ezra Christiansen, who, be- 
lieving that, like John the Baptist, he was 
commiseioned to remit sins by immersing 
penitents in water, was to perform the bap- 
tisms. His appearance was the signal fora 
choir of six, three men and two_ wornen. 
two of the men being Elders V. E. Caud- 
land and Melvin J. B. Allard, to sing the 
opening hymn, and Elder Caudland led the 
singing with a violin, which he handled like 
an expert. 

When the hymn was sung Elder Caudland 
handed his violin to Elder Ballard and then 
offered a fervent rayer. After another 
hymn Elder Ballard made a brief address 
explaining the Mormon idea of baptism, and 
declared that while his church believed in 
the Bible, they did not rely on it as they 
did the revelations made to John Smith, 
their first prophet. He said the immersion 
was only half the baptismal office, and the 
remainder and most important part of it 
would follow in their hall at Eleventh and 
Locust streets an hour later. 

The function there would be to transmit 
to the converts the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, which was performed by the laying 
of priestly hands on the heads of the con- 
verts, 

Elder Christiansen walked down into the 
pool and waded out waist Jeep. Then he 
waded back, and reaching his hand to a mid- 
dle-aged man, who walked down the steps 
and waded out into the water until ft hid 
his waistband, Elde# Christiansen, with one 
hand on the convert’s shoulder and gripping 
his right hand, said that he.was comm.s- 
sioned to baptize in the name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, and dipped the convert 
under the water out of sight. 

He was C. H. Hillman, and following him 
came J. K. Crawford, a much younger 
man. Then came a strip of a lad, the 10- 
vear-old son of Mr. Hillman. The little 
fellow plunged boldly into the water by 
the elder’s side, but as he came up showed 
that he was nearly strangied, as. the elder 
lifted him beyond the rail to his father. 

From a dressing room near the entrance 
door came two women, both middle-aged, 
one dressed in white, Mrs. Joseph Lockett, 
Hillman,

after Mre. Hillman had been baptized Fld 
er Ballard said the ceremony would be 
finished at their hail at 11 o'clock.

WHILE HE FIRED AT HER . 
SHE BEGGED FOR MERCY. 


Pitiful Story of Low Life and the Con- 
sequences of Unlawful Rela- 
tions Revealed by the 
Murder. 


Mrs. Lulu Wingfield, or O’Brien, ag she is 
also called, the woman who was shot by 
John Strong, a motorman, in East St. Louls, 
Sunday morning, died from her wounds at 
10:30 Monday morning. 

Her death was the result of the dual life 


she had been leading for years. The fact 


that she met her slayer on the etreet saved 
him from having the destruction of two 
souls to answer for instead of one. 

Strong was on his way to the woman’s 
house at 134 North Fourth street to kill 
her and the man who had supplanted him 
in her affections. 

Mrs. Wingfield happened to be on an er- 
rand to the market and their paths crossed. 

They met on Missouri avenue and walked 
together some distamce in the sight of 
George Dech and a man named Moriarity. 

When they reached the Bee Hive Clothing 


Co.’s store the woman darted in.as though 
to escape from Strong, 

Strong followed and began firin 
gta after the door close 

m. 

Four bullets axe their way into Mrs. 
Wingfield’s flesh from the weapon of her 
former lover. 

The last two were fired while she begged 
on her Knees for mercy. 

But there was only murder in the man’s 
heart, and he did not cease pulling the 
trigger until every cartridge had been ex- 
ploded and his target lay unconscious on 
the floor. 

The clerks had rushed out of the store 
at the first shot. 

The shooting was ne near the Central 
Police Station. St @& walked past the 
station and then started to run, Officer 
Church arrested him, 

Almost everybody in East St. Louls knew 
of the shooting within an hour after it hap- 
pened, ; 

It was shocking in the extreme to think 
that a man would deliberately shoot down 
a woman for no cause whatever, and there 
was at one time a fear that Strong might 
be summarily dealt with. 

This sentiment was apparent enough to 
induce the police to place Strong in the all- 
iron cell, which serves as the dungeon. 

Nothing was known of the woman ex- 
cept that she was a widow with two chil- 
dren, aged 10 and 6 years respectively. 

Mrs. Wingfield was taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, where she was revived sufficiently 
to give her name as Wingfield and to say 
that Strong had shot her without provoca- 
tion, other than her refusal to give him & 
cents, 

Strong was seen fn his cell. He ts not at 
all concerned over his position and expressed 
no yeures for having killed the woman. 

“It was just jealousy and love that made 
me do it,’”’ he said. ‘I had been drinking a 
little bit and I was going to her house when 

met her. She had been my mistress for 
two years until about three weeks ago 
when she threw me over for a man named 
O’Brien. 

“I have a wife and four children at Col- 
linsville, whom I have given up for her, and 
I pleaded with her not to quit me after the 
sacrifice I had made for her. She told me 
to stay away from her, or I would get 
‘fixed.’ 

“Saturday I saw her again and she said 
she was living with O’Brien. Sunday morn- 
ing I got a revolver and was on the way 
to their house to have it over with both 
of them when I met her.” 

For three weeks past the dead woman 
and O’Brien had been living as man and 
wife at 134 North Fourth street. The neigh- 
bors thought they were married. The 
woman said her former husband was named 
Wingfield, and that was her children’s 
name, 

William O’Brien, who works for the Swift 
Packing Co., strenuously denied that he was 
married to her, although he said she had 
used his name. The name of Cummings, 
which she gave a® the hospital, was her 
maiden name, O’Brien said. 

“I knew something of this kind wauld 
happen sooner or later,’’ said O’Brien Mon- 
day. “I have tried to get rid of the at- 
tachment several times, Mit could never do 
so entirely. I knew of her having lived 
with this man Strong and always feared 
something serious might come of his jeal- 
ousy. 

‘When I went away from here last win- 
ter to escape her she took up with Strong 
and lived with him at 615 Franklin avenue,

‘She told me Saturday when I went 
home that she had seen Strong during the 
day. That night I was told by one of the 
boys to have a care, or I would get hurt. 
“I was at her house when the shooting 
occurred. I went out to the hospital] and 
asked her not to say that we were married, 
as it would do her no good and would 
only harm me.” 

The dead woman’s children, bright-look- 
ing little ones, Emmett and Mabel, called 
Strong ‘‘Uncle Johnnie,” 
to O’Brien as “‘stepfather.”’ 
in the care of neighbors. 
The woman's reiatives live at Salem, Mo. 
The police have notified them of her death 
and Strong's wife has also been tele- 
graphed.
